The  Origin  of  Our  Ark 
Curtains 

hose  who  have  been  attending  services 
at  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  during  the 
past  several  months  will  have  observed 
the  changing  of  the  Ark  Curtains  three  times. 

For  the  High  Holy  Days  the  curtain  was 
white.  For  Sukkot  its  color  was  blue.  After  the 
festival  the  color  becomes  red;  the  curtain  that 
hangs  in  front  of  the  Ark  is  that  color  (red) 
when  there  are  no  holy  days  or  festivals. 

These  Ark  Curtains  are  not  the  usual 
commercial  type  that  one  sees  in  a  synagogue. 
They  were  made  by  hand,  stitch  by  stitch,  by 
a  member  of  our  congregation  years  ago. 

When  I  assumed  the  pulpit  of  our  con¬ 
gregation  some  forty-two  years  ago,  the 
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unusual  quality  of  these  Ark  Curtains  caught 
my  eye.  Not  long  afterward,  the  first  curator  of 
The  Jewish  Museum,  Dr.  Stephen  Kayser,  vis¬ 
ited  the  synagogue  and  he  too  was  curious  as 
to  the  source  of  the  Ark  Curtains.  He  said  that 
he  was  familiar  with  Ark  Curtains  made  in  dif¬ 
ferent  countries  of  Europe  and  those  made  in 
the  United  States,  but  the  beauty  of  our  cur¬ 
tains  was  unusual.  I  was  able  to  give  him  the 
answer  because,  earlier,  I  had  learned  it.  I  told 
him  that  the  three  Ark  Curtains  of  the  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue  were  made  by  a  woman 
who  was  a  member  of  the  congregation,  Mrs. 


Anna  Edelman.  I  could  tell  him  more  because 
I  had  called  upon  her  at  her  home  to  express 
my  admiration  for  the  work  of  her  hands  that 
she  had  given  to  the  congregation. 

The  story  she  told  me  was  a  fascinating 
one.  She  had  come  to  America  as  a  very  young 
woman  and  possessed  one  excellent  skill —  she 
could  sew  very  well.  Somehow,  she  was  told 
that  she  might  find  employment  at  the  private 
workshops  of  the  Cardinal  of  New  York.  The 
then  Archbishop  maintained  these  shops  where 
the  employed  women  sewed  all  his  church  gar-

ments  and  those  of  the  members  of  his  staff,  as 
well  as  all  the  cloth  hangings  of  his  church.  The 
core  of  women  working  for  him  he  had 
brought  over  from  a  small  town  in  Italy  where 
generation  after  generation  of  women  were 
engaged  in  sewing,  embroidering  and  crochet¬ 
ing  for  the  Vatican,  the  special  skills  transmitted 
from  mother  to  daughter.  Young  Anna  Edel- 
man  was  trained  by  these  Italian  women  to 
work  in  silks  and  similar  fabrics  and  with  gold 
and  silver  threads. 

When  Anna  retired,  an  expert  in  the  field, 
she  decided  to  offer  her  talents  to  her  syna¬ 
gogue.  Not  only  the  Ark  Curtains,  but  many  of 
the  Torah  Covers  w'ere  made  by  her  without  a 
charge  to  the  synagogue.  When  I  met  her,  she 
was  an  elderly  gracious  and  modest  lady.  May 
her  memory  be  a  blessing  as  she  herself  was 
in  life.

About  New  Year’s  Eve: 

Why  Do  Some  Jews 
Object  To  Holding 
New  Year's  Parties? 

ew  Year’s  Day  did  not  become  associ¬ 
ated  with  Christianity  until  the  year  487 
when  it  was  incorporated  into  the 
Church  calendar  as  a  holy  day  to  celebrate  the 
circumcision  of  Jesus.  In  the  15th  century,  the 
German  scholar  Israel  Isserlein  noted  in  his 
book  of  responsa  that  there  is  no  real  objec¬ 
tion  to  sending  gifts  to  Christians  on  the  occa¬ 
sion  of  the  New  Year,  for  it  is  not  really  a  day 
of  worship  but  primarily  a  time  of  wishing 
friends  and  neighbors  good  luck. 

Despite  the  fact  that  the  New  Year’s  cel¬ 
ebration  has  lost  its  religious  significance,  and 
despite  the  fact  that  practically  all  Jews  cele¬ 
brate  the  holiday  today,  some  authorities 


oppose  holding  New  Year’s  parties.  In  1981, 
Bezalel  Zolti,  Chief  Rabbi  of  Jerusalem, 
warned  hotels  not  to  hold  New  Year's  parties 
“because  these  celebrations  may  offend  the 
sensibilities  of  religious  people."  Almost  all 
hotels  complied  so  that  their  certificates  of 
kashrut  would  not  be  withdrawn. 

However,  as  you  well  know,  New  Year's 
Eve  this  year  takes  place  on  Shabbat  Eve,  Fri¬ 
day,  December  31.  1999  and  New  Year’s  Day 
on  Shabbat  Day,  Saturday,  January  1,  2000, 
which  poses  a  dilemma  for  many  Jews:  which 
to  observe,  Shabbat  or  the  New  Year  of  the 
Millennium?  Whatever  your  plans,  we  wish 
you  all  the  best!

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Celebrating  Hanukkah 


Solomon  Schechter 
School  Received 
National  Award 

The  Solomon  Schechter  School  of  Man¬ 
hattan,  located  at  the  Park  Avenue  Syna¬ 
gogue,  received  the  national  Solomon 
Schechter  Award  for  its  exemplary  program  of 
religious  education  at  the  biennial  convention 
of  the  United  Synagogue  of  Conservative 
Judaism  in  Fort  Lauderdale,  Florida  on 
November  3. 

Although  the  school  was  founded  only 
three  years  ago,  its  program  was  deemed  so 
outstanding  that  it  won  the  award  on  its  first 
attempt  in  a  field  of  over  100  older,  more 
experienced  schools. 

The  program  which  was  highlighted  in 
the  school’s  submission  to  the  award  commit¬ 
tee  is  its  t’filah  program.  The  aim  of  the  pro¬ 
gram  is  to  infuse  a  tone  of  sanctity  and  rever¬ 
ence  in  students’  daily  experience,  as  well  as 
a  culture  of  intense  inquiry  and  personal 
engagement  in  thinking  about  and  discussing 
prayer.  To  achieve  this,  the  school’s  staff  has 
instituted  a  number  of  innovative  approaches: 
•  Focusing  the  attention  of  children,  from  the 
beginning  of  kindergarten,  on  the  prayers 
which  are  at  the  core  of  the  daily  liturgy:  the 
Sh’ma,  the  Amidah,  and  the  b’racbot  sur¬ 
rounding  the  Sh  'ma. 

•  Excerpting  those  t'filot  that  are  incorporated 
in  the  prayer  experience,  at  least  in  kinder¬ 
garten  and  first  grade,  to  enable  children  to 
gain  a  broader  appreciation  of  the  geography 
of  the  siddur. 

•  Making  extensive  use  of  drama  as  a  way  of 
helping  children  develop  an  emotional  attach¬ 
ment  to  the  prayer  service,  and  not  just  an 
intellectual  understanding. 

•  Making  extensive  use  of  artwork,  with  chil¬ 
dren  preparing  and  illustrating  their  own  sid- 
durim  in  a  way  that  reflects  and  deepens  their 
personal  connection  with  the  meaning  of  the 
prayers. 

•  Providing  structured  opportunities  for  chil¬ 
dren  to  inject  their  own  thoughts,  hopes  and 
prayers  into  t’filah. 

•  Making  extensive  use  of  Hebrew  as  the  lan¬ 
guage  of  discourse  about  t’filah. 

In  accepting  the  award  on  behalf  of  the 
school,  Dr.  Steven  Lorch,  Head  of  School, 
acknowledged  that  “the  work  of  the  school  in 
developing  its  tfilah  program  is  truly  a  case  of 
sitting  on  the  shoulders  of  giants.  The  methods 
pioneered  by  Dr.  Saul  Wachs  in  tfilah  educa¬ 
tion  have  been  an  inspiration  to  our  teachers 
over  the  years,  and  any  successes  we  may 


When? 

Hanukkah  is  celebrated  for  eight  days  begin¬ 
ning  on  the  25th  day  of  Kislev  which  corre¬ 
sponds  to  the  evening  of  Friday,  December  3rd 
through  sundown,  Friday,  December  10th  this 
year. 

Why? 

Lights  are  kindled  in  the  menorah,  or  Hanukki- 
ah,  on  each  of  the  eight  nights  of  Hanukkah  to 
commemorate  the  miraculous  victory  of  the 
Jews  over  the  Syrian  Greeks  in  the  Second 
Century,  B.C.E.  A  small  cruse  of  oil  found 
when  the  Temple  was  rededicated  surprising¬ 
ly  lasted  for  eight  days  instead  of  the  expected 
one  day,  making  it  possible  for  the  Jews  to 
purify  more  oil  for  the  lamp  in  that  period  of 
time. 

The  rabbis  tell  us  that  just  as  a  small  amount  of 
oil  casts  a  great  deal  of  light,  so  did  a  few  Jews 
stand  against  the  many  and  the  mighty  in  order 
to  preserve  their  faith. 

How? 

A  menorah  has  places  for  eight  lights  and  one 
more  light,  the  ninth,  called  the  shamash.  Gen¬ 
erally,  wax  candles  are  used,  although  some 
menorahs  are  made  to  be  used  with  oil  and  a 
wick. 

On  the  first  evening,  the  first  candle  is  placed 
on  the  RIGHT  side  of  the  menorah.  Then,  on 
each  succeeding  night,  a  candle  is  added  to 
the  LEFT.  The  shamash  is  lit  first  and  the  fol¬ 
lowing  blessings  are  said: 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Elohainu  Melekh 
Haolam,  asher  kidshanu  b’mitzvoatav 
v’tzivanu  l’hadlik  ner  shel  Hanukkah. 

Praised  are  You,  Lord  Our  God,  King  of 
the  Universe,  who  has  made  us  holy 
through  His  commandments  and  who  has 
commanded  us  to  kindle  the  Hanukkah 
light. 

Then: 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Elohainu  Melekh

Praised  are  You,  Lord  Our  God,  King  of 
the  Universe,  who  performed  miracles 
for  our  ancestors  in  those  days,  at  this 
time. 

On  the  first  night  only,  the  Sheheheyanu  is 
added: 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Elohainu  Melekh 
Haolam,  sheheheyanu  v’kee-y’manu 
v’hee-gee-anu  lazman  hezeh. 

Praised  are  You,  Lord  Our  God,  King  of 
the  Universe,  who  has  kept  us  in  life, 
sustained  us,  and  enabled  us  to  reach  this 
season. 

Then  the  shamash  is  used  to  kindle  that 
evening’s  lights.  The  kindling  always  starts  on 
the  LEFT  with  the  candle  which  has  been 
added  for  the  new  day  and  continues  by  mov¬ 
ing  to  the  RIGHT. 

On  Friday  night,  the  Shabbat  candles  are  lit 
after  the  Hanukkah  lights  are  lit. 

Special  attention  should  be  given  to  children’s 
involvement  in  kindling  the  lights.  In  many 
families  more  than  one  menorah  is  lit,  with  the 
children  lighting  their  own. 

Customs? 

After  lighting  Hanukkah  candles  or  lights,  it  is 
customary  to  sing  Hanukkah  songs  and  to  eat 
potato  latkes  (pancakes)  with  either  apple¬ 
sauce  or  sour  cream.  In  Israel,  fried  donuts 
instead  of  latkes  are  eaten. 

In  the  United  States,-  it  has  become  customary 
for  children  to  receive  Hanukkah  gelti money), 
Hanukkah  chocolate  candies,  and  to  play  with 
dreidels.  Also,  family  members  tend  to 
exchange  Hanukkah  gifts  in  a  “Jewish  way”  of 
expressing  their  love  for  one  another. 

Hanukkah  is  also  a  perfect  time  and  excuse  for 
having  Hanukkah  parties  -  a  way  of  celebrat¬ 
ing  this  victorious  aspect  of  our  Jewish  history.
